■ifBM was seen from tbe shore 
and the waiting crowd* commenced to 
cheer wildly. They knew what it 
meant as wll as the sea captaiM for 
whom it was intended. 

No time was lost on board tbe trans- 
porta. Thet. crews worked with a will 
and in a short time the anchon were 
up and the vessels were under way. 

Then the 2,500 soldiers who hail 
been impatiently awaiting tbe signal 
to Btait let looee. They climbed to 
tiie rlf cliig and atiramad all over th^ 
big Bhipa, abeatlDs and chearlnc like 
mad. 

Tbe bay was alive with small craft 
of every description, and huge ferry 
boats were pressed into service to ac- 
commodate the eager crowds and car- 
ry them to the head at the Golden 
Gate that a last farewell might be 
said. 

The big transports steamed slowly 
4)Mig. the lifter front and the crowds 
on shore retired along to keep them 

in sight. 

Tbe neiae made by patriotic citizens 
on sea %P4 ehore was something ter- 
rific. Bv«r steam whistle in the city 
appeared <9 he Mowtaf, eaiinop were 
fired and the dla tailed lor foUr en 
hour. 

As the Australia passed Alcatraz 
Island, la the lead of the othei' ships, 
the battery of the United SUtee artil- 
lery stationed there fired a salute to 
General Aaderson. The colors were 
dipped ia recognition and the Steam- 
s)Um> soqnfled their sireDf. 

The boate. lai«e and' iBiilt.|bllowed 
as tbe transports moved slowly for- 
ward, ^and not until the heavy swells 
of the' i^aciflc were eaeoiutered did 
they turn back. 

It was shortly aiMr 5 o'clock when 
the Tessels entered tbe ocean and tbe 
sun glinting over the sea gave the de- 
parting sailors a vast view of tbe 
country, to fight for the honor of 
whl6h ther were sailing eveir 6,ooo 
miles. 

When last seen the transport fleet 

was steaming slowly to the southwest. 
After the pilots were dropped tbe ves- 
sels went ahead at full speed, and in 
alz days, if all goes well, they will 
enter Honolulu harbor and Join the 
Charleston. 

The strain of expectancy during the 
past few days has been-severe on both 
soldiers aqd cltlzeql, mid a|t#r the 
noisy demonstration the toihj^peoplcB 
felt relieved that it was all over.

The police force con- 
sists of three men, and with streets 
and grogshops Infested with turbulent 
Jackies. negroes and roughs of . many 
classes, the danger to the respectable 
classes Is no mean one. Commander 
Forsytbe bas already asked frj- a 
guard of 26 marines to protect the na- 
val station and Rovornnient dock.

Jupiter, Fla., May 26.— Lieutenant 
A. R. Davis of tbe battleship Oregon 
came ashore. "Our race," says Lieu- 
tenant Davis, "was a most exciting 
i.ne, especially after we left Bahia, for 
we then knew of the possibility of in- 
terception.

St Pierre, M a r ti n i que, May 86.— The 
Spanish torpedo boat destroyer Terror 
finished coaling from the Alicante and 
left Fort de France, taking a nortb- 
weeterly course. It is reported that 
she goes to Join the Spanish fleet 
Three men-of-war. according to the 
account of fishermen who arrived here, 
were seen ut daybreak off the north- 
west point of the island. Tbe fisher- 
men assert that they were Spanish 
warships. 

Hew They BnterMl tbe Tr«^ 

Santiago de Onba. Cuba, May 26.— 
At 8 o'clock on the morning ot May 

19 the Infanta Maria Teresa entered 
tbe port of Santiago de Cuba flying the 
fiag of Admiral Cervera. She was fol- 
lowed alnlost Inunediately by the Vis- 
caya, tbe Almirante Oquendo^ the 
Cristobal Colon and the torpedo boat 
destroyer Piuton. Soon afterward the 
torpedo boat destroyer Furpr, which 
had been recoanoitering; arrived. 

Better AoRwered Iu America. 

Madrid. May 26.— In reply to a ques- 
tion respecting tbe prospects of peace. 
Senor Sagasta said: "Such a question 
can be bett*r ataswered in America 

than here. Amerha is the aggresso-. 
Spain is only maintaining the right of 
national existence, which she will con- 
tinue to maintain to the last."

Washington, May 26.— It Is the gen- 
eral belief In naval circles that two 
monitors and as many torpedo boats 
will be Buffcient to prevent the Span- 
lab fleet from escaping from Santiago 
harbor, thus leaving tbe American 
navy practically free to go In search of 
other vessels of the enemy.

Tbey will nominate local tickets in 
erery county In the state, and will also 
nominate a candidate In every congres- 
sional district. Fusion with either of 
the BMiJorlty paitlea la aoC to be con* 
sidered. 

Tbe platform which was unanimous- 
ly adopted is as follows: 

The I'nion Reform purty of Ohio, 
believing that the time (icniands unit- 
ed action on the part oi all who be- 
lieve in a free g(»vernmeiit of pure iidI- 
itics. presents the following biatemeut 
to the citizens of tbe state: 

Ooveramenta are instituted for the 
purpose of protecting the people in 
the undisturbed enjoyment of their 
natural right and promoting the wel- 
fare, happiness and morality of the 
commtinity. When it Is found that a 
fcovernnif nt fails to axouiplish these 
ends, it bfi nines not only the privl- 
Itge. liut the duty uf the people to 
make such i hangcs in the form of gov- 
ernment as w ill set ure the accom- 
plishment of those things for which it 
was instituted. The experience of 80 
years and tbe condition of the coun- 
try clearly show that under our pres- 
ent form of government the people are 
not all i)rotected In the enjoyment of 
their natural right, nor Is the welfare, 
happiness and morality of th# people 
promoted. Trusts, monopolists and 
railroad corof)rations. through control 
of the lawmaking power, have secured 
legislation that has enabled them to 
plunder tbe people at their pleasure. 

A continually increasing proportion 
of the weaHh produced by the labor 
of all passes out of tbe hands of those 
who produce it Into the posseesion of 
the speculators, gamblers and money 
kings. 

The land, which is the natural her- 
itage of tne whole people, has be«n 
largely granted to large syndicates 
and great corporations, being rapidly 
taken from the people under foreclo- 
sure of mortgages and becoming th« 
property of monopolists and specula- 
tors. 

Agriculture Is depre ss ed and farm- 
ers are flndlac it more and more diffi- 
cult to secure a respectable living 
from their farms. I.abor la oppressed, 
many worklngmen are compelled to 
work for wages which will barely sus- 
tain life. Women and children are 
compelled to join in the st toggle for 
bread, while multitudes of men, able 
and wiuins to work, are denied the 

opportunity. 

Therefore, as tbe only method by 
which the people can secure relief 
from existing evils and establish a 
government that will protect all per- 
sons In the enjoyment of their nat- 
ural rights and promote the welfare, 
lianpiness (ind morality of the people, 
wf declare as our platform; 

First -For direct legislation under 
t(ir' system known as the Initiative 
and referendum. 

I'nder the "initiative" the people 
can require that any desired law can 
be submitted to them tor a vote, when, 
if it receive a majority of the votee 
cast. It win be thereby enacted. Under 
the "referendum ' the people can re- 
quire that any law whii h litis been 
adopted by a legislature shall, before 
becoming - perative, be submitted to 
a vote of tb" people for their approval 
or rejection, when, if sui h law fails 
to secure a majority of the votes east, 
it will be thereby rejected. 

Second— For the honest and effective 
enforcement of all laws, so that the 
will of the people, as express^ed in tlie 
statutes, shall not be nullified by in- 
difference or opposition on the put of 
public servanta 

Third— For honest and economical 
administration of the government to 
tbe end that the people will not be 
burdened with unnecessary taxes. 

We therefore invite all persons who 
believe in the right of the people 'o 
govern themselves and desire the ac- 
complishment of any reforms to unite 
In an effort to secure direct legisla- 
tion and thus place in the hande of 
the people the power to effect any re- 
form they may desire.

dustriously pursued all over the State at 
the close of the week. 

Western .Section.— This week bas been 
the most favorable of the season, for the 
growth of all crops. The temperature 
bas been high, the rainfall in the form of 
local showers, and generally heavy. 
Wheat ia progressing rapidly and is head* 
ing in some places. Rust is feared if wet 
weather continues. Corn is not quite all 
planted, bnt, where it is np, haa made 
good progress Oats and grasses are 
growing fart. Tobacco plants are large 
and plentiful and are being tranaplanted 
as fast as possible. There is some com* 
plaint of cut worms injuring corn and 
tobacco. Gardens are doing well. Irish 
potatoes promise a good erop. Fruit 
trees are dropping the imperfect fmit. 

Central Section.— Owing to favorable 
weather all crops have made rapid ad- 
vancement during the past week. Warm 
nights, plenty of sunshine and frequent 
local showers were especially beneficial 
to com, oats and gardens, and conducive 
to transplanting of tobacco. Rainfall 
was generally abundant, but a few corre- 
spondents state that rain is needed. 
Wheat is heaiiing well, and continues to 
give promise of an excellent crop. Corn 
hasimproved very much. It is generally 
up and has a good color., The prospects 
for this crop are decidedly brighter. 
Oats are also generally improved. Kye, 
grasses and meadows doing well. A,n 
abundant crop of hay is expected. To- 
bacco transplant ill'.; is well under way. 
Conditions have been very favorable and 
plants already aet have a healthy atart. 
There is some little complaint of cut 
worms, hut as a rule reports regarding to- 
bacco are encouraging. The outlook for 
fruit is poor. Much that was left on the 
trees after the April freeze is now drop- 
ping. 

Eastern Section.— The past week bas 
been nnnsnally favorable, and all vegeta- 
tion haa responded. In a few locuilities 
light hail fdl with heavy rain Wednes- 
day, which did slight damage by washing 
rollinj; lands, but over this section gen 
erally the rainfall probably did not ex 
ceed half an inch on the average. This 
resulteil from local showers. The air, 
too, wits slightly warmer than usual for 
the season. Thus a favorable admixture 
of sunshine, heat and moisture contrib- 
uted to a very marked advancement in 
the growth of all crops. Farmers made 
substantial progress in planting corn, 
most of which U completed. In several 
counties farmers have replowed and re- 
planted fields of early com, which bad 
rotted in the hill from excessive moisture 
earlier in the season, or showed so feeble 
growth as to render it a poor prospect. 
Com ia also the prey of wire*wonna in 
certain locatitlea, but generally speaking 
this crop proapeet is very much im- 
proved. Tobaeeo also ahowa ootiaider- 
able improvement. Reports are conflict- 
ing as to the size of plants, some main- 
tiining that they are email for theaeason. 
A fair portion of the crop has been 
set out ; ground is prepared for the re- 
maining plants, which will be rapidly set 
upon the hill sides, if existing favorable 
weather continues. Wheat has begun to 
head and is everywhere a splendid crop. 
Oats, rye aud grasses are growing well. 
Irish potatoes have improved. Gardens, 
though still backward, show considerable 
a Ivancement. Apples are falling badly. 
Btrawberriaa are plentitol and ripening 
rapidly.

Action Filed To Enjoiu tlie Pay- 
ment of Turupilie Guards. 



HOBi Jmm E. I'aliill the Plaintifl'— tifQunds 
•a Which He Bases His Petition. 



An important auit waa filed in the 
Mason Oiioait Oonrt Wednesday. 

II )n. James E. Cahill is tlie plaintiff, 
and iSlieriff Perrine, County Treasurer 
Pearce, and the varioaa partiea to whom 
claima were allowed at the recent aeieion 
of the Fiscal Court for services as turn. 
pilce Kuarda are made defendants. 

Plaintiff states that he is a property- 
owner, apd that he has been aisevaed for 
the yMUr 1808. The other tax-payers are 
too numerous to he maiie parties, and he 
sues for all of them, as well as himself. 

He prays that the Sheriff and Tieei- 
urer be reatrainad and eojoined from 
payins; any of the said claims for services 
as turnpike guards out of the levy for 
this year. 

The grounds on wbioh pfatntiff bawa 

his suit are: 

First— That at the time Jud^e Harbe- 
eoa made the order directinjt the sum- 
monlnjc of the aaid Kiariia he waa a mem- 
ber of the Jfodicial department of the 
8tate Government, and the powers exer- 
cisod by him iMloaged to another de- 
partment of said government, to>wit: 
the Executive, and his attempt to exer- 
cise said powen was in violation of the 
provleioni of Section 28 oi the Otmstittu 
tion, and bit Mi oMirtf WW il^ioat 
authority and void. 

Sdoond, That the appointment of said 
guards by the Sheriff was iiiiewise with- 
out authority and void, being done pur- 
ioant to aaid void orders. 

Third, That the Lexington and Mt. 
Sterling; turnpike companies are corpora- 
tions duly organised and in existence at 
the time of the adoption of the present 
Oonstitntion and that said companies 
since tlie adoption of the Constitution 
have not filed in the oOice of the Secre- 
tary of State an acceptance of the provi- 
sIoQ of said CWbii|lM^4i ^lere- 
ford tlie companies are not entitled to the 
benefits of the legislation providing 
guards for the property of corporations, 
to be paid fo;r by the counties. 

Fourth, That no lew was made or fund 
provided by the Fiscal Court oat of which 
to pay the claims of said guards, the said 
. Aoart having thus foiled, as required by 



Section 180 oftbeConstitntion, to specify 

distinctly that any part of the levy is for 
paying aaid guards; and that tlie taxes 
levied for other purposes can not be 
taken to pay said claims. 

The plaintiff alleges that the said claims 
have been listed with the Sheriff and that 
if not restrained they will be paid out of 
the general fund.
